LA PURISIMA MISSION STATE HISTORIC PARK

Bike Regulations

1. Effective immediately, to provide for the security, safeguarding, and preservation of resources, the
area of La Purisima Mission State Historic Park described below is hereby declared a
prohibited area to the use or possession of bicycles and other wheeled devices:

A. All paved and unpaved roads are open to bicycles with the following exceptions:

1. All roads in the area of the Mission buildings and gardens, which is the area west
of the parking lot and La Rancheria Road and southwest of El Camino Real Road
from La Rancheria Road to the Blacksmith Shop.

2. La Artemisia Road.

B. All trails and other parklands are closed to bicycles with the following exceptions.
I Those portions of El Pina Rejo trail from Cuclillo de Tierra Road to the northern
park boundary near Calle Primera Street.
2; That portion of the unnamed trail from El Pina Rejo trail to the western park
boundary at Rucker Road.
3. That portion of Mesa Arenosa trail from Cuclillo de Tierra Road to the western

park boundary at Rucker Road.

ke The use of all other wheeled devices is prohibited, except for those devices that are
medically necessary, and/or for the accommodation for physical disabilities.

2. Exceptions to this closure order may be granted in writing by the District Superintendent, Channel
Coast District, 911 San Pedro Street, Ventura, CA 93001.

3. Nothing herein shall affect any existing private contract or property rights.

4. Nothing herein shall be construed in derogation of other provisions of law.
